More  than  $100,000.00  is  offered  this 
year  in  prizes  to  college  students.  The 
competitions  range  from  suggesting 
solutions  of  business  problems  tq 
writing  prize  sonnets. 

In  the  contest  ideas  and  not  style 
of  presentation  will  count  most.  It 
is  not  rhetoric  but  a real  idea  Mr. 
Plaut  wants.  The  money  is  offered, 
it  is  announced,  in  an  effort  to  bringt, 
the  best  minds  in  the  country  to  bear 
on  the  problem.  A jury  of  nationally 
famous  men  and  women,  headed  by 
U.  S.  Senator  Capper,  of  Kansas,  will 
judge  the  papers  and  award  the 
thousand-dollar  prize.  Other  thous- 
ands of  dollars  in  prize  money  are  of- 
fered by  the  same  organization  to 
members  of  the  wholesale  and  retail 
trade. 

A popular  health  magazine  this 
year  offered  $5,000  to  any  healthy  or 
beautiful  contestant  who  would  write 
the  best  article  telling  how  he  or  she 
‘got  that  way.” 

Prizes  are  mostly  money  awards, 
but  they  also  include  trips  to  Mexico, 
free  tuition  at  the  University  of 
Guadalajara,  and  even  trips  to  Europe. 
One  young  woman  student  recently 
toured  European  capitols  as  the  win- 
ner of  a contest  for  the  best  essay 
on  why  cream  of  tartar  makes  the 
best  baking  powder. 

Educators  say  this  turning  of  busi- 
ness to  colleges  for  ideas  is  due  to 
changes  in  college  curriculums  which, 
with  the  advent  of  the  technical  and 
commercial  courses,  enable  colleges 
today  to  render  service  of  practical 
benefit  to  business.  This  is  said  to 
be  particularly  true  of  graduate  in- 
stitutions with  large  endowments  and 
vast  research  laboratories  and  special 
equipment  for  working  out  practical 
scientific  problems.

She  also  stated  that  in  Maine 
and  New  Hampshire  it  was  common 
to  see  people  hauling  hay  with  ox 
teams. 

They  visited  the  place  of  the  land- 
ing of  the  Pilgrims  at  Plymoth,  Mass- 
achusetts. They  also  visited  the  inter’ 
esting  features  in  Washington  D.  C. 
Mount  Vernon  and  the  Field  of  Get- 
tesburg. 

The  other  line  of  interest  was  that 
connected  with  early  church  history. 
This  began  at  the  birth  place  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  Vermont 
and  his  monument  there.  They  visit- 
ed the  Hill  Cumorah  and  the  -Sacred 
Grove.  They  ate  their  lunch  under 
the  tree  where  it  is  supposed  that  the. 
Prophet  made  his  first  prayer. 

The  trip  then  followed  along  the 
trail  of  the  Mormons  from  New  York 
to  Mauvoo  and  Carthage.  At  Mauvoo 
they  attended  a Convention  of  the  Re- 
organized Church.  They  visited  th< 
burial  places  of  the  patriarchs  and  of 
Emma  Smith. 

President  Brimhall  states  that  he 
saw  many  students  from  Young  dur- 
ing his  trip  and  in  all  cases  *those 
students  were  at  the  top. 

President  Brimhall  was  accompani- 
ed by  his  family.  They  camped  out 
during  the  entire  trip  except  in  two 
of  the  largest  cities. 

They  visited  places  of  interest  in 
twenty-seven  states.

Professor  Maeser  had  just 
completed  calling  the  roll  when 
his  heart  action  stopped  and  he 
wilted  on  the  desk  in  front  of 
him.  Professor  Rowe  was  the 
first  to  respond  to  the  students’ 
call  for  help,  but  he  was  too 
late — the  professor  was  dead. 

Reinhard  Maeser,  son  of  Karl 
G.  and  Anna  Mieth  Maeser,  was 
born  in  Dresden,  Germany  on 

March  19,  1855. 

For  a number  of  years  he  has 
served  Young  university  faith- 
fully and  efficiently.  His  pass- 
ing is  a loss  to  all  who  know, 
him,  and  particularly  to  the  stu- 
dents of  his  classes. 

Professor  Maeser  was  in  ap- 
parent good  health.  In  the  early 
morning  he  played  a game  of 
horse-shoe  and  finished  the 
game  with  a ring  throw.  Last 
Tuesday  in  faculty  meeting  he 
urged  every  faculty  man  to  be 
present  at  the  first  faculty  vol- 
ley ball  game. 

Funeral  arrangements  have 
not  been  definitely  made,  al- 
though it  will  probably  be  held 
Sunday. 


Prospects  for  Young  university  were 
never  brighter  since  the  B.  Y.  U. 
opened  fiifty-one  years  ago.  Last 
year  on  Thursday  night  there  were 
879  college  students  and  less  than 
200  high  school  students  registered. 
Last  night  there  were  940  college  stu- 
dents and  200  registered  in  the  high 
school,  making  a total  of  1140. 

“The  reason  for  this  unusual  in- 
crease,” says  Secretary  Holt,  “is  that 
the  advanced  college  students  . are 
staying  in  school,  our  increase  is  in 
the  junior  and  senior  classes. 

This  number  includes  students  from 
Canada  on  the  north,  California  on 
the  west,  Arizona  to  the  south  and 
Kansas  to  the  east. 

The  home  town  leads  in  numbers, 
with  Spanish  Fork  second,  American 
Fork  third  and  Springville  fourth. 

The  College  of  Education  with  two 
hundred  seventy  embergo  teachers, 
seems  to  be  the  most  popular.  Dean 
Swenson  and  his  aid's  are  still  busy 
with  incoming  students. 

Second  numerically  is  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Dean  Eyring 
expects  to  see  three  hundred  students 
registered  with  him  before  the  week 
closes. 

The  one  hundred  eighty-three  stu- 
dents in  his  college  at  present  do  not 
include  the  Seniors  who  are  register- 
ing by  appointment.  The  sciences 
and  arts  still  seem  very  popular. 

The  College  of  Commerce,  under 
Dean  H.  V.  Hoyt,  and  the  College  of 
Applied  Science  under  Dean  J.  M. 
Jensen,  have  between  them  approxi* 
mately  two  hundred  fifty  students. 

The  more  recently  established  Col- 
lege of  Fine  Arts  now  has,  according 
to  Dean  Gerrit  de  Jong,  as  many  stu- 
dents as  it  had  at  any  time  last  year. 

In  the  senior  high  school  the  quota 
of  one  hurrdfed  is  reached.  There  are 
eighty  one  students  ready  for  work 
now  enrolled  in  the  junior  high  school. 

The  deans  and  department  heads 
are  enthusiastic  about  thev  interest 
shown. 

Registration  will  continue  at  a fair 
rate  for  several  days  yet,  and  for  two 
or  three  weeks  of  the  fall  quarter 
students  will  continue  to  enroll.

The  university  of  today  offers  so  many 
courses  opening  to  such  varied  lines  of  work 
that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  select  those 
most  necessary  to  make  one  really  serviceable.  * 
Courses  which  are  cultural  or  that  aim  to  give 
one  a better  appreciation  of  life  are  necessary 
and  good,  but  there  is  danger  that  a student 
may  get  more  of  them  than  four  college  years 
can  well  justify.  Too  often  he  arrives  at  the 
close  of  his  college  career  with  a lot  of  frag- 
mentary ideas. 

Though  it  is  impossible  to  put  a handle 
on  every  thing  learned  at  school  and  use-  it  as 
an  ax,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  enroll  for  a 
lot  of  subjects  bearing  no  relationship  to  the 
end  desired.

It  has  been  found  ex- 
pedient to  add  a course  in  composition 
in  which  students  might  have  the 
privilege  of  studying  the  various 
sciences  of  music  simultaneously  with 
the  object  of  encouraging  more  orig- 
inal production  and  less  parasitic 
absorption  in  musical  art.

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1. 

Membership 

All  duly  registered  students  who 
have  paid  the  regular  yearly  Student 
Body  fee  are  hereby  declared  mem- 
bers of  this  organization. 

Section  2. 

Privileges  of  Members. 

Any  member  of  the  Stuclent  Body  is 
privileged  to  speak  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Student  Body  or  of  the  Student 
Body  Council,  or  to  vote  at  any  elec- 
tion, or  to  hold  any  office,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1. 

^fficers. 

The  officers  of  this  organization 
shall  be  a President,  a First  Vice- 
President,  a Second  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary  and  Historian,  a Treasurer, 
a Purchasing  Agent,  an  Editor  of 
‘The  Y News,”  a Business  Manager 
of  “The  Y News,”  a Managing  Editor 
of  the  “White  and  Blue,”  a Managing 
Editor  of  “The  Y's  Guy,”  a Manag- 
ing Editor  of  the  “Banyan,”  a Man- 
ager of  Athletics,  a Manager  of  For- 
ensics, a Manager  of  Dramatics,  an 
Assistant  Manager  of  Athletics,  and 
a Cheermaster. 

Section  2. 

The  Executive  Committee. 

The  executive  powers  of  this  or- 
ganization shall  be  vested  in:  (1)  a 
Student  Body  Council;  (2)  a Finance 
Committee. 

Section  3. 

Personnel  of  Committees. 

(1)  The  Student  Body  Council 
shall  ^ consist  of  the  President,  the 
First  Vice-President,  the  Second  Vice- 
President,  the  President  of  the  Insti- 
tution, one  member  of  the  Faculty  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Student  Body 
Council,  the  Editor  of  “The  Y News,” 
the  Athletic  Manager,  the  Forensic 
Manager,  one  representative  to  be 
chosen  jointly  by  the  Editors  of  the 
“Banyan,”  “The  Y’s  Guy,”  and  the 
“White  and  Blue”,  one  representative 
from  the  Senior  Class,  one  represen- 
tative from  the  Junior  Class,  one  rep- 
resentative from  the  Sophomore  Class, 
one  representative  from  the  Freshman 
Class,  and  one  representative  from 
the  Secondary  Training  School. 

(2)  The  Finance  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  President,  the  Treasurer^ 
the  Purchasing  Agent,  and  two  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Student  Body 
Council.

On  the  Pacific,  somewhere  between 
Honolulu  and  Tokio,  President  Harris 
is  sailing.

We  know  that  the  students  who  are 
acquainted  with  President  Harris,  as 
well  as  those  who  only  know  of  him' 
will  be  interested  in  hearing  of  his 
travels,  experiences,  and  plans. 

At  the  present  time,  according  tq 
the  schedule  President  Harris  made 
of  his  trip  before  leaving,  he  is  seven 
days  out  from  Honolulu  on  his  way 
to  Tokio  where  he  will  arrive  on  Sep- 
tember 20th. 

He  expects  to  spend  the  time  after 
his  arrival  in  Tokio  on  September  20 
until  October  25  traveling  in  Japan, 
Korea,  Manchuria  and  Northern 
China.  During  his  tour  he  will  be  in- 
terested in  the  problems  that  effect 
these  different  localities  and  make  a 
study  of  them. 

On  October  25  he  returns  to  Tokio 
where,  from  that  date  until  November 
15,  the  Pan-Pacific  Science  Congress 
is  to  be  held.  It  is  at  this  Congress 
that  President  Harris  is  to  discuss, 
“Soil  Alkali  as  a Scientific  Problem 
in  Pacific  Regions.”  We  are  certain 
that  the  students  wish  President  Har- 
ris success  and  pleasure  during  his 
trip,  and  that  they  will  enjoy  any 
word  from  him.

(1)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Student  Body 
President  unless  he  shall  have,  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  seventy-five  hours 
of  College  credit,  and  shall  have  been 
registered  for  at  least  two  consecu- 
tive quarters  preceding  his  election. 

(2)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Editor  of 

The  Y News”  unless  he  shall  have 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  seventy- 
five  hours  of  College  Credit.  He  must 
also  be  approved  by  a committee  com- 
posed of  the  retiring  Editor,  the 
President  of  the  University,  the  Head 
of  the  English  department,  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Journalism  and  the  retiring 
President  of  the  Student  Body.

Section  1.

This 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  Australian  bal- 
lot. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

By-Laws. 

The  Student  Body  Council  shall 
have  authority  to  enact  such  By-Laws 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  regula- 
tion of  all  student  affairs,  provided, 
that  such  By-Laws  so  enacted  shall 
not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution. 

AMENDMENTS 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1. 

There  shall  be  an  executive  finance 
committee  composed  of  the  President 
of  the  Student  Body,  the  President  of 
the  University  and  a member  appoint- 
ed by  the  Student  Body  Council. 

Section  2. 

All  requests  for  funds  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  finance  committee.  Ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  this  body 
may  be  made  to  the  Executive  Fin7 
ance  Committee  with  the  approval  of 
the  Student  Body  Council. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President  of  the  Associated 
Women  Students  shall  be  a voting 
member  of  the  Student  Body  Council. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  aforesaid  office  of  Athletic 
Manager  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
the  office  of  Graduate  Manager  of 
Athletics. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Head  of  the  Music  Department,  and 
upon  the  approval  of  the  Student 
Body  Council,  there  shall  be  appoint- 
ed a Music  Manager. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Faculty  Debating  Council,  the  Man- 
ager of  Forensics  and  Debates  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  University  De- 
bating Council,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Student  Body  Council. 
ARTICLE  VI.
